at half-mast ar.d with 15 dead from the ill-fated Hanalei scattered 
along her decks, reached the Vallejo street wharf, San Francisco, 
at 11:20 o'clock this morning. She docked amid the sobs of friends 
and relatives of passengers or crew, who thronged the docks, ex- 
pectant and hopeful of finding their loved ones. 


Four Emergency hospital ambulances, the coroner's ambulance 


and four motor police patrol wagons were at the dock to carry the 
survivors, all of whom were suffering from submersion, to the 
Central Emergency hospital. The living were first cared for. a 
dozen stewards and Chief Steward Charles Bucher carrying the_ 
unfortunates to the waiting conveyances. Within the short space j 
of ten minutes all had been started on their way to the hospital 
ward.

Captain Norman Nelson of the Golden Gate life saving 
station at San Francisco, who had brought a large mortar in the 
hope of shooting a line to the Hanalei, ordered his men to the 
beach, and they were joined by civilians, who shouted encourage- 
ment to those clinging to the wreckage. 


LIGHT BEAMS IN DARK. 


A searchlight had been rigged on the top of the bluff and with 


Its rays swimmers were aided in avoiding the heavy timbers adrift 
and in heading toward shore. 


When the hulk was within possible 300 feet of shore it struck 


a. submerged rock with a crash and heeled over, burying the spar 
beneath the waves. All the persons who had been hanging to the 
spar or the bits of rigging were washed off. A few still clung to 
the hulk, however, as it was wrenched free from the rock and con- 
tinued to drift shoreward.

The days of cold wet weather have been 


fojiowed by three days of frost over the 
Tjtire territory ot'tllned by the cities of 


3Iiddelkerke, Thouroat. Thielt, Eoulers 
and Tpres. Much of this region is cov- 
ered Tiith stubble fields o\er which ther» 
Is a coating of ice, making it almost Im- 
possible for man or beast. 


The .German troop* are living In the 


ruins of two scores of villages and small 
cities. They ara becoming impatient at 
the delay and are suffering from the icy 
•winds which penetrate the wlndowlesa 
buildings in which they seek shelter. They 
would prefer a general attack to finish 
the battle, bnt any such sudden move- 
ment Is prevented by the inundation along 
their front. The water-covered territory 
is now crusted with a thin coating of Ice. 
which supports largo colonies of hungry 
seagulls. Thousands of lives have been 
lost in this area without effecting any de- 
cisive changes. 


On the other side of the Inundated coun- 


try safely entrenched behind frozen dykes 
stand the British, Belgian and French 
guns. Th« soldiers there, on account of 
direct communication with France and 
Eneland. are well rared for. while the

obliged to requisition snppllts from de- 
vastated cpuntry where the population !s 
dependent upon American charity. The 
Germans are awaiting, with great hopes, 
the arrival of engineers -whos« duty It will 
b« to flnd some means of crossing the In- 
undated territory, but the" methods which 
are to be employed, IT decided upon, are 
being kept secret.

Men and women were thrown into 
jail without any charge being lodged 
against them and held incommuni- 
cado. 


"The constitution of the state was 


set aside.

instead of aiming to maintain order 
and secure justice, was used to break 
the strike.
